Unbalanced, 
Experts Say 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Democratic 
Congress, 
under 
fire for unbalancing President 
Eisenhower’s new budget, came 
up with evidence today that it 
never was balanced in the first 
place. 
Congressional staff tax ex­ 
perts reported that the Presi­ 
dent’s precariously “ balanced” 
budget actually called for $ I .- 
200.000.000 in red-ink spend­ 
ing in the fiscal year starting 
July I because the President 
overestimated tax revenues by 
$1,300,000,000. 


COULD HIKE DEFICIT 
The report said that moves 
in Congress could, if carried 
to completion, boost the spend­ 
ing deficit for the new fiscal 
year above four billion dollars. 
The report came from the 
staff of the Joint Committee 
on Internal Revenue Taxation. 
Its tax revenue estimates, is­ 
sued every spring, generally 
are accepted by Democrats and 
Republicans as more reliable 
than the administration’s Jan­ 
uary budget estimates. 
The report produced differ­ 
ing reactions. 
LIBERAL REACTION 
The reaction of some liberal 
Democrats who have been de­ 
nounced for “ budget-busting” 
because they have been push­ 
ing for a bigger federal spend­ 
ing program was “ I told you 
so; the so-called balanced bud­ 
get was a phony all along.”

Atomic Space 
Poisoned Fish Scare 


Tests Spread 
Narrowed To 2 Areas 
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SPACE CAPSULE TEST — The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration today, released this drawing show­ 
ing tests being conducted on the escape system for the 
Project Mercury man-carrying space capsule.

Dummy Space Capsules 


Successful In Air Drops 


WASHINGTON UFI—Dummy 
space capsules the size of those 
that someday may carry Amer­ 
ican spacemen into orbit have 
been dropped into the ocean 
from high-flying planes and re­ 
covered intact, scientists re­ 
ported today. 
The tapered, conelike cap­ 
sules weighed more than a ton. 
After they dropped in free 
fall for set distances, para­ 
chutes opened to slow the cap­ 
sules’ descent. 
Next step in the space re­ 
search program: Development 
of 
materials to absorb the 
shock of landings on ground. 
The 
National 
Aeronautics 
and Space Administration to­ 
day reported significant pro­ 
gress in air drops, escape tech­ 
niques, impact tests, and wind 
tunnel and flight studies of 
model capsules. 
The early research is part of 
Project Mercury, the program 
to place a man in orbit around 
the earth. 
Space scientists have been 
experimenting at Wallops Is­ 
land, Va, on the firing of 
escape rockets that would per­ 
mit a man to get out of a cap­ 
sule high enough in the air 
for a parachute to open— if 
trouble should develop soon af­ 
ter launching. 
Wind tunnel tests are plan­ 
ned of a space capsule on top 
of a Jupiter intermediate range 
ballistic missile. 
The agency disclosed today 


that its scientists last summer 
developed methods for drop­ 
ping a full scale model capsule 
from an Air Force C130 Her­ 
cules transport. 


In the tests over land, cap­ 
sules were pushed out of C130s 
almost 
IO 
miles above the 
earth. They fell into target 
areas in the Army’s Ft. Bragg, 
N.C., “ Salerno” and “ Norman­ 
dy” drop zones, and on a de­ 
serted airfield at West Point, 
Va. 


Deadly Shell 


WASHINGTON (UPP — The 
U.S. atomic tests above the 
South Atlantic last year spread 
a 100-mile thick shell of dead­ 
ly radiation over the earth at 
altitudes of up to 4.000 miles. 
This was disclosed late yes­ 
terday when the White House 
released a 2,400-word report 
giving the first details on scien­ 
tific results of the high-altitude 
Argus experiment. 
Dr. Herbert York, research 
director for the Defense De­ 
partment, said the strongest 
part of the shell compared in 
intensity with the natural radi­ 
ation zones in space named af­ 
ter Dr. James A. Van Allen of 
the University of Iowa. 
He told reporters at a White 
House news conference that 
bigger bombs would have cre­ 
ated a correspondingly bigger 
and more intense zone of radia­ 
tion. 
Military details were kept 
out of the White House report, 
and York refused to discuss the 
explosions’ 
effect 
on 
such 
things as radio communica­ 
tions, missile electronic equip­ 
ment and radar early warning 
systems. 


PHILADELPHIA (HFD — A 
poisoned fish scare that spread 
through 16 eastern states after 
the death of a 3-year-old boy 
and a farm laborer was narrow­ 
ed by health officials today to I 
the 
Philadelphia 
and 
south 
New Jersey area. 
Persons in that region were 
warned to throw away any filet 
of flounder of fluke they may 
have purchased since Monday. 
Authorities said all poisoned 
fish except that already pur­ 
chased by the public has been 
recovered. 
Dead are Dale Kleinschmidt, j 
3, of Haddon Heights, N J., and ; 
Charles McQuade, 53, of Phila-1 
delphia. Both ate flounder din­ 
ners Tuesday night, and medi­ 
cal 
authorities 
suspect 
fish 
poisoning. 
All the poisoned fish was in 
the form of filet, according to 
Philadelphia Health Commis­ 
sioner James P. Dixon. 
Dixon said the poison involv­ 
ed was sodium nitrite, a chem­ 
ical similar to salt in appear­ 


ance which sometimes is used 
in weak solution to preserve 
fish between the time it is pro­ 
cessed and the time it is put 
on sale in refrigerated cases. 
Dixon speculated the solution 
used might have been stronger 
than 
intended 
or 
that 
the 
chemical might have been mis­ 
taken for salt arid used to wash 
the fish.

The Revenue and Taxation 
Committee this week approved 
a bill which would strip the 
property tax exemption from 
80,000 veterans who did not 
serve in wartime and killed a 
bill which would have exempt­ 
ed prescription drugs from the 
sales tax.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Great Universities Debase 
Selves By Hiring Athletes 


The Univ ersity of California won a 
great v ictory ov er the weekend in cap ­ 
tu ring the national champ ionship in the 
tou rnament at Lou isv ille. 
Nobody cou ld take that away from 
the team; nobody shou ld want to. 
Bu t we can’t help throwing ju st a 
little cold water on the enthu siasm of 
some of Cal’s officialdom. 
U.C. Chancellor Glenn Seaborg was 
rep orted as ex p ressing great p ride be­ 
cau se ‘‘the team is so rep resentativ e of 
the stu dent body and ideals of the 
school. 
“It shou ld be obv iou s that this is not 
a semi-p rofessional clu b." This latter 
refers to Cals claim that U.C. basket­ 
ball p lay ers receiv e no remu neration or 
other sp ecial indu cements to enroll and 
p lay for Cal. 


It strikes us that thing s 
hav e 
reached a so rry state when it be­ 
co mes unique fo r a g reat univ ersity 


to claim an unpaid athletic team. 


Chancellor Seaborg mu st find himself 
in the inex p licable situ ation of boasting 
on the one hand that Cal’s basketball 
team is u np aid, while being p arty to 
new’ football eligibility ru les which p ro­ 
v ide. in effect, for salary increases for 
football p lay ers who, cu riou sly , main­ 
tain their official amateu r standing as 
non-p rofessional athletes. 


Ho w can we maintain respect fo r 
o ur institutio ns o f hig her learning 
when their o fficials participate in 
such hy po crisy ? 


Institu tions of higher learning ou ght 
to abandon the ev il p ractice of hiring 
athletes and the Univ ersity of Califor­ 
nia—with “encou ragement" from the 
gov ernor, the legislatu re and the Board 
of Regents, if necessary —ou ght to lead 
the way back to integrity in college 
athletics.

Fight Over Minimum Wage 


Finds Gov. Brown In Middle 


By JAMES C. ANDERSON 


SACRAMENTO (UPD—Farm 
grou p s and organized labor 
are flex ing their mu scles for 
an all-ou t battle ov er a gu ar­ 
anteed minimu m wage — bu t 
the man who may be cau ght 
in the middle is Gov . Edmu nd 
G. Brown. 
At the ou tset of his admin­ 
istration, 
Democrat 
Brown 
asked the Legislatu re for a 
$1.25 an hou r minimu m wage 
“to assu re a worker that he 
will be p aid enou gh to main­ 
tain himself in health and 
decency .” 
Backing the bill to the hilt 
were C. J. Haggerty , the AFL- 
CIO leader, and Brown’s new 
director of the Dep artment 
of Indu strial Relations, John 
F. Henning, ex -research di­ 
rector of the AFL-CIO. 


ALMOST FROM the day it 
was introdu ced, the measu re 
by Assembly man Au gu stu s F. 
Hawkins (D-Los Angeles) be­ 
came a target for ev ery farm 
grou p lobby ist in the cap itol. 
When the bill finally got its 
first committee hearing last 
week, the farmers were ready . 
Anticip ating the op p osition, 
t h e 
Brown 
administration 
made the first mov e. On his 
own motion and before any 
testimony had been heard, 
Hawkins changed his bill so 
that the minimu m wage for 
Agricu ltu ral workers wou ld 
be only a dollar an hou r with 
a $1.25 figu re set for all other 
adu lt workers. 
Bu t if the Brown adminis­ 
tration thou ght that wou ld 
satisfy the farm grou p s, it 
was mistaken. 
The farm lobby ists made 
two main p oints: 
1. A gu aranteed minimu m 
wage “p u ts a p remiu m on 
laziness.” The 
farmers 
ex ­ 
p lained that u nder ex isting 
p iece work rates of p ay , a 
hard - working 
field 
hand 
makes more than the lazy one 
or inefficient worker. If all 
were gu aranteed $1 an hou r, 
it wou ld be an inv itation to 
loaf. 
2. California must co mpete 
In the Eastern market with 


p rodu cts of sou thern states 
where av erage wages p a i d 
farm laborers ru n as low as 
40 cents an hou r. 
Henning and Hawkins han­ 
dled the rebu ttal which went 
like this: 
“We shou ld nev er try to 
remake this state in the im­ 
age of Alabama, Arkansas or 
Mississip p i,” 
said 
Henning. 
“The agricu ltu ral worker is 
most in need of help and as­ 
sistance.” 
“How can any one su rv iv e 
in hu man decency on less 
than a dollar an hou r,” asked 
Hawkins. “We’re 
t a l k i ng 
abou t a minimu m wage less 
than what p eop le are getting 
on straight relief.” 
The Democrats’ dilemma is 
that while they want to stand 
u p and be c o u nt e d f or 
Brown’s 
p rogram 
for 
“re­ 
sp onsible liberalism” 
t h e y 
still can’t ov erlook or ignore 
the p ressu res from the home 
folks.

Nev ertheless, 
sometimes the wrong kind of 
trees hav e been p lanted in 
the wrong p laces.

The trees are of su ch 
a natu re, and are treated in 
su ch a way that they rev eal 
the u gliness which is beneath, 
and they hide the beau ty of 
the hills and the s k y l i ne 
abov e.

On one 
occasion p rior to World War 
II, a contract had actu ally 
been let, bu t the war started 
and the p roject was drop p ed. 
The su p erv isors p ostp oned 
a decision on a sp ecial civ ic 
center referendu m by refer­ 
ring the p rop osal to Cou nty 
Cou nsel Leland H. Jordan for 
an op inion. 
And the q u estion remains 
u nsettled — shou ld the su p er­ 
v isors refer the p rop osal to 
the v oters or shou ldn’t they ? 
Are Marin v oters rep resented 
directly enou gh by electing 
a su p erv isor from their dis­ 
trict once ev ery fou r y ears 
or not? 
A great sou rce of annoy ­ 
ance to the Santa V e ne t i a 
civ ic center foes is that the 
su p erv isors are not forced to 
go to the p olls to get money 
to finance it. It is being p aid 
for ou t of cu rrent c o u nt y 
money , a p ortion r e s e r v e d 
each y ear ou t of the cou nty ’s 
general fu nd. 


ARE MARIN COUNTY Su ­ 
p erv isors u sing steam-roller 
tactics as they go ahead with 
p lans for a civ ic center at 
Santa Venetia or aren’t they ? 
Oor to p u t the q u estion in 
more abstu se terms, how fre­ 
q u ently may a v oter legislate 
directly and still keep some 
sort of efficiency in self-gov ­ 
ernment? 
This is the p roblem: The 
determined foes of a c i v i c 
center at Santa Venetia (join­ 
ed 
by critics of Architect 
Frank Lloy d Wright who de­ 
signed it) hav e adv anced the 
su ggestion that the p roject 
be p laced on the ballot at a 
sp ecial election so that the 
Marin v oter can say y es or 
no directly . 
Wright is now in the p ro­ 
cess of drawing p lans. The 
first two stages of the civ ic 
center, he estimates will cost 
$2,7 24,000 or $1,400,000. 
The Santa Venetia 
c i v i c 
center foes — which inclu de 
members of the Marin Cou nty 
Tax p ay ers Assn. a nd inde­ 
p endent, u naffiliated foes — 
say : The Marin v oter shou ld 
be able to p ass on su ch a large 
ex p enditu re of money . 
(As of this moment, there 
actu ally is no way of gau ging 
how many p eop le are op p osed 
to the Santa Venetia civ ic cen­ 
ter.)

Democrats Unbalance Eisenhower 


Budget 'Behind The Curtains' 


WASHINGTON — Are the 
Democratic leaders going to 
be willing to face the Eisen­ 
hower balance-the-bu dget is­ 
su e head-on and soon in order 
that the v oters may h a v e 
some say in the ou tcome? 
They are not doing it so 
far. 


THE E F F E C T of Demo­ 
cratic sp eeches a nd Demo­ 
cratic maneu v er is to blu r the 
issu e that it will be difficu lt 
to determine who has u nbal­ 
anced the bu dget, where, and 
for what reason. And it will 
come so late in the session' 
that p u blic op inion will hav e 
little chance to make itself 
felt one way or the other. 
If the Democrats are going 
to meet the Eisenhower hold- 
the-line bu dget issu e and giv e 
the v oters a chance to su p ­ 
p ort or reject an alternativ e 
p olicy , they mu st do tw o 
things: 
1 — They mu st q u it jigger- 
ing the bu dget p iece-meal, 
adding a hu nk here, chip p ing 
off a corner there, and, in­ 
stead, offer Congress and the 
cou ntry a coherent, t o t a l 
sp ending p rogram which they 
can look at whole and decide 
whether they want it. 
2 — Do it soon enou gh so 
that the conseq u ences of the 
Democrats’ national bu dget— 
good or bad — can be seen 
and 
ju dged 
in comp arison 
with the Eisenhower national 
bu dget. 


WHEN THE President sent 
his bu dget to Congress — p re­ 
cariou sly balanced, bu t still 
balanced, with an estimated 
$7 0,000,000 su rp lu s — he was 
beginning to p oint u p a real, C 
fu ndamental and p hilosop hic­ 
al difference between t h e 
Democratic and Rep u blican 
p arties. 
Mr. Eisenhower, e v e n in 
the face of a $40,000,000,000 
defense p rogram, is p rop osing 
to hold-the-line on a great 
deal of Federal sp ending; he 
was freezing some p rograms, 
cu tting others, and p rop osing 
little in the way of new or 
Increased public serv ices. He 
emphasized 
balancing 
t h e 
budg et as a v ital end in itself 


and as a measu re to hold in­ 
flation. 
Here, at last, there appear­ 
ed to be in the making a basic 
p arty 
div ergence 
of 
both 
p rincip le and p ractice. Most 
of the Democrats said they 
wanted to sp end more for de­ 
fense, more for h o u s i ng , 
health, aid to edu cation, air­ 
p orts, roads, and aid to dis­ 
tressed areas where u nem­ 
p loy ment is still high. At the 
same time many Democrats 
argu ed 
that 
more 
Federal 
sp ending wou ld p romote eco­ 
nomic growth and that an u n­ 
balanced bu dget might ev en 
be beneficial. 


T H E R E IS NO dou bt, I 
think, that a p retty sizable 
gu lf sp reads ou t between the 
two p arties on this bu dget- 
sp ending issu e. Bu t so far it 
is being fogged by a p iece­ 
meal ap p roach and the p ros­ 
p ect is that it will be cleared 
so late in the session that 
neither Congress no r t h e 
cou ntry will q u i t e k no w 
what’s hap p ening before it ii 
too late. 
It seems to me that the 
Democratic majority — or the 
Democratic Adv isory Cou ncil 
— owes it to the cou ntry to 
show op enly what they want 
the p u blic to ap p rov e 
rather 
than to remake the 
budg et 
p ieee-meal behind the cur­ 
tains.

to completion, boost the spend­ 
ing deficit for the new fiscal 
year above four billion dollars. 
The report came from the 
staff of the Joint Committee 
on Internal Revenue Taxation. 
Its tax revenue estimates, is­ 
sued every spring, generally 
are accepted by Democrats and 
Republicans as more reliable 
than the administration’s Jan­ 
uary budget estimates.

LIBERAL REACTION

PHILADELPHIA (UFD — A 
poisoned fish scare that spread 
through 16 eastern states after 
the death of a 3-year-old boy 
and a farm laborer was narrow­ 
ed by health officials today to 
the Philadelphia and south 
New Jersey area. 
Persons in that region were 
warned to throw away any filet 
of flounder of fluke they may 
have purchased since Monday. 
Authorities said all poisoned 
fish except that already pur­ 
chased by the public has been 
recovered. 
Dead are Dale Kleinschmidt. 
3. of Haddon Heights, N.J., and 
Charles McQuade, 53, of Phila­ 
delphia. Both ate flounder din­ 
ners Tuesday night, and medi- 
| cal 
authorities suspect fish 
poisoning. 
All the poisoned fish was in 
the form of filet, according to 
Philadelphia Health Commis­ 
sioner James P. Dixon. 
Dixon said the poison involv­ 
ed was sodium nitrite, a chem­ 
ical similar to salt in appear­ 


ance which sometimes is used 
in weak solution to preserve 
fish between the time it is pro­ 
cessed and the time it is put 
on sale in refrigerated cases. 
Dixon speculated the solution 
used might have been stronger 
than intended or that the 
chemical might have been mis­ 
taken for salt arid used to wash 
the fish. 


WASHINGTON (UPD — The 
U.S. atomic tests above the 
South Atlantic last year spread 
a 100-mile thick shell of dead­ 
ly radiation over the earth at 
altitudes of up to 4,000 miles. 
This was disclosed late yes­ 
terday when the White House 
released a 2,400-word report 
giving the first details on scien­ 
tific results of the high-altitude 
Argus experiment. 
Dr. Herbert York, research 
director for the Defense De­ 
partment, said the strongest 
part of the shell compared in 
intensity with the natural radi­ 
ation zones in space named af­ 
ter Dr. James A. Van Allen of 
the University of Iowa. 
He told reporters at a White 
House news conference that 
bigger bombs would have cre­ 
ated a correspondingly bigger 
and more intense zone of radia­ 
tion.

No elaboration was neces­ 
sary, at the time the gospels 
were written, to convey the 
agony of Jesus’ death. Cruci­ 
fixion was known throughout 
the Roman world as the most 
horrible form of execution ever 
devised. It was slow death by 
torture. 
This form of capital punish­ 
ment was usually reserved for 
slaves and insurrectionists The 
condemned man was nailed 
through his hands and feet to 
a wooden cross, and left to 
hang there until he died of 
what modern medical science 
would describe as a state of 
shock induced by excruciating 
pain. 


It usually required about 
12 hours for a crucified man 
to die. Cicero records that 
most of the victims became 
raving maniacs. It was often 
necessary, he adds, to cut out 
their tongues to put a stop 
to their terrible screams and 
curses. 


Jesus had already undergone 
many hours of suffering before 
he reached the skull-shaped 
hill called Golgotha on which 
his cross was planted 
During the long hours of the 
night, the soldiers had buffeted 
him and spat upon him, fitting 
a purple robe around his shoul­ 
ders and thrusting a s h a r p 
crown of thorns onto his head 
to mock the “king of the Jews.” 
Pilate had “scourged” him. 


out that these are the opening 
words of the 22nd Psalm — a 
psalm that goes on to answer 
the question with a fervent 
affirmation of faith in God’s 
unchanging love. 
Others, however, see in this 
cry of despair a brief glimpse 
of the ultimate agony which 
Jesus suffered on the cross — 
that of “bearing the sins of all 
mankind,” taking on himself 
the total burden of humanity’s 
guilt and alienation from God. 
When the end finally came, 
at 3 p.m., Jesus was once again 
serene. His dying words were: 


“Father, Into thy hands I 
commit my spirit.”

For Razor Cuts 


Mrs. Gloria Nau, 27, of 529 
Easterby street, Sausalito, was 
treated at Marin General Hos­ 
pital last night for razor cuts 
on both wrists which Sausalito 
police said were self-inflicted.

Dynamite Explodes Around 
Miner Trapped In Shaft 


LOS ANGELES (UPD — A 35- 
year-old miner who lay injured 
in a mine shaft while 
11 
charges of dynamite exploded 
in a series leading closer to 
him each time today related 
his terrifying experience from 
a hospital bed. 
“I figured I’d had it,” Frank 
Rasmussen said. “I hollered at 
my friend (Harry Boyer) and 
told him, ‘Don’t come in here 
—no use both of us dying.’ He 
couldn’t do nothing.” 
Rasmussen, who said the ac­ 
cident happened Sunday night 
in a small mine 18 feet below 
the surface near his Death Val­ 
ley home at Skidoo, about 100 
miles northeast of Los Ange­ 
les, suffered a compound frac­ 
ture of the right leg and pos­ 


sible internal injuries. 
“We were making a crosscut 
after sinking a shaft about 18 
feet down,” he said. “I’d put 
15 holes in the ground and had 
11 of them loaded with dyna­ 
mite. When I finished loading 
the 11th one, the first one 
went off. 
“The blast knocked me down 
and busted my leg. But it cov­ 
ered me up with dirt. That 
must have been what saved 
me. I lay there and listened as 
the next 10 went off, one by 
one, about four or five sec­ 
onds apart.” 
Rasmussen said he stayed 
trapped in the hole until thick 
clouds of dust and powder be­ 
gan to clear and his partner, 
Boyer, came in after him.

In the western sections of 
the snow belt, many roads 
were impassable. Hundreds 
of autos were abandoned as 
motorists found shelter in 
motels. Bus travel was halt­ 
ed at Denver and Cheyenne, 
Wyo. Schools closed in many 
areas of both Colorado and 
Wyoming. 
At Ogallala, Neb., students 
from rural areas spent the 
night in the city’s school when 
buses were halted by the huge 
drifts. Further w-est, in Kim­ 
ball County, schools remained 
closed. 
The tornadic winds which 
hit Texas also struck in nearby 
Oklahoma.

Rockefeller Firmly In Saddle

ALBANY, N.Y. (*»' — Nelson 
A. Rockefeller sailed through 
his first legislative session as 
governor of New York looking 
more than ever like a potential 
candidate for president. 
After a slow start, he wound 
up with a glittering array of 
legislation 
that 
would 
look 
good in any White House hope­ 
ful’s showcase. 
He showed that, when the 
going got rough, he could fight 
back to win. 
The Empire State’s Legisla­ 
ture formally adjourned early 
today and the dominant fea­ 
ture of Rockefeller s first 84 
days in office was the “battle 
of the budget.” 
The youthful-looking Repub­ 
lican millionaire barely had 
settled himself in the gover­ 
nor’s chair when he ran hip- 
deep into trouble by submitting 
the first two-billion-dollar bud­ 
get in the state’s history and 
calling for the greatest round 
of tax increases the state had 
ever seen. 
Rockefeller’s record budget 
shocked conservative, economy- 
minded Republicans in the Leg­ 
islature. They rebelled and de­ 
manded deep cuts.

The 
revolt broke. That was his ma­ 
jor victory.

Grand Jury 
Studying 
Cahan Case 


Hears Pro, Con 
Sides From D.A., 
Public Defender 


The Marin 
County 
Grand 
Jury is trying to decide wheth­ 
er it should recommend legis­ 
lation to counteract the famous 
Cahan decision on use of evi- 
d e n c e obtained without a 
search warrant. 
A committee of the grand 
j u r y , headed by Chairman 
Louis Freitas, called in 
Dist. 
Atty. W. 0. Weissich and Pub­ 
lic Defender Leonard A. Tho­ 
mas to hear both sides of the 
question yesterday. 
The controversy started in 
1955 when Charles Cahan of 
Los Angeles was convicted of 
bookmaking. 
WINS APPEAL 
He appealed, and the state 
Supreme Court 
freed Cahan 
on grounds 
that 
police had 
broken into his home and seiz­ 
ed evidence illegally for use in 
the trial. 
Since the Supreme 
Court decision on the Cahan 
case, many California law en­ 
forcement officials have com­ 
plained that their hands are 
tied. Asst. Atty. Gen. Clarence 
Linn called the decision “the 
Magna Carta of criminals.’* 
Grand juries of several coun­ 
ties, including San Mateo, Los 
Angeles and Orange, have en­ 
dorsed a proposed bill to re­ 
verse the policy laid down by 
the Cahan decision. 
WEISSICH’S STAND 
Weissich yesterday asked the 
Marin County Grand Jury com­ 
mittee to do likewise. The dis­ 
trict attorney said he supports 
a bill to permit use of evidence 
obtained without legal sanction 
to convict narcotics offenders 
and to protect informants in 
narcotics case from being iden­ 
tified. 
Public Defender T h o m a s 
contends the Cahan decision is 
just in that it protects the 
rights and privacies of individ­ 
uals from illegal search 
and 
seizure. He and Weissich ar­ 
gued the point for two hours 
before the grand jury commit­ 
tee. 
The committee has not yet 
announced whether it will sup­ 
port the bill.

Lt. Robert Major and 
five correctional officers will 
staff the camp. The first con­ 
tingent of inmates, a kitchen 
crew and about 30 transfers 
from other forestry camps, will 
set up the camp.

Quentin men will be taken by 
bus to the camp on April 6. 
The 80 San Quentin inmates

Wise Words 
For Parents, 
Baby Sitters 


COLUMBUS, O. (UPD—A fam­ 
ily’s attitude determines the 
kind of job a baby sitter does, 
says an extension specialist. 
The more accurate informa­ 
tion given the baby sitter, the 
better the results, according to 
John Shultz, of Ohio State Uni­ 
versity. 
Parents should tell sitters 
how to lock and unlock doors, 
where to find main switches, 
telephones, 
a n d 
children’s 
clothing and how to regulate 
furnaces. 
The child’s routine also is 
important, he said. The sitter 
should understand what time 
the child goes to bed, if he says 
prayers, if a light is left on in 
the room or hall, and if the 
window should be open. 
Parents must make it clear 
whether the sitter’s friends are 
allowed, and whether she may 
use the telephone, radio, and 
television or raid the refriger­ 
ator. 
Also leave a note giving a 
number where you can be 
reached, the hour you expect 
to return, and the name of a 
responsible neighbor in case 
of emergency. Finally, Shultz 
added, arrange for safe return 
of the baby sitter to her home.

Great Universities Debase 
Selves By Hiring Athletes 


The University of California- won a 
great victory over the weekend in cap­ 
turing the national championship in the 
tournament at Louisville. 
Nobody could take that away from 
the team; nobody should want to. 
But we can’t help throwing just a 
little cold water on the enthusiasm of 
some of Cal’s officialdom. 
U.C. Chancellor Glenn Seaborg was 
reported as expressing great pride be­ 
cause “the team is so representative of 
the student body and ideals of the 
school. 
“It should be obvious that this is not 
a semi-professional club.’’ This latter 
refers to Cal's claim that U.C. basket­ 
ball players receive no remuneration or 
other special inducements to enroll and 
play for Cal. 


It strikes us that things have 
reached a sorry state when it be­ 
comes unique for a great university 


to claim an unpaid athletic team. 


Chancellor Seaborg must find himself 
in the inexplicable situation of boasting 
on the one hand that Cal’s basketball 
team is unpaid, while being party to 
newT football eligibility rules which pro­ 
vide, in effect, for salary increases for 
football players who, curiously, main­ 
tain their official amateur standing as 
non-professional athletes. 


How can we maintain respect for 
our institutions of higher learning 
when their officials participate in 
such hypocrisy? 


Institutions of higher learning ought 
to abandon the evil practice of hiring 
athletes and the University of Califor­ 
nia—with “encouragement” from the 
governor, the legislature and the Board 
of Regents, if necessary—ought to lead 
the way back to integrity in college 
athletics. 


A Hint Of Color To Come 


The spring wildflowers are coming on 
now, not in large showy masses yet, but 
just a hint of color to come. Along high­ 
way 101 between San Rafael and the 
Golden Gate occasional poppies and lu­ 
pine are blooming.

SACRAMENTO (UPD—Farm 
groups and organized labor 
are flexing their muscles for 
an all-out battle over a guar­ 
anteed minimum wage — but 
the man who may be caught 
in the middle is Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown. 
At the outset of his admin­ 
istration, 
Democrat 
Brown 
asked the Legislature for a 
$1.25 an hour minimum wage 
“to assure a worker that he 
will be paid enough to main­ 
tain himself in health and 
decency.” 
Backing the bill to the hilt 
were C. J. Haggerty, the AFL- 
CIO leader, and Brown’s new 
director of the Department 
of Industrial Relations, John 
F. Henning, ex-research di­ 
rector of the AFL-CIO. 


ALMOST FROM the day it 
was introduced, the measure 
by Assemblyman Augustus F. 
Hawkins (D-Los Angeles) be­ 
came a target for every farm 
group lobbyist in the capitol. 
When the bill finally got its 
first committee hearing last 
week, the farmers were ready. 
Anticipating the opposition, 
th e 
Brown 
administration 
made the first move. On his 
own motion and before any 
testimony had been heard, 
Hawkins changed his bill so 
that the minimum wage for 
Agricultural workers would 
be only a dollar an hour with 
a $1.25 figure set for all other 
adult workers. 
But if the Brown adminis­ 
tration thought that would 
satisfy the farm groups, it 
was mistaken. 
The farm lobbyists made 
two main points: 
1. A guaranteed minimum 
wage “puts a premium on 
laziness.” The farmers ex­ 
plained that under existing 
piece work, rates of pay, a 
hard • working 
field 
hand 
makes more than the lazy one 
or inefficient worker, if all 
were guaranteed $1 an hour, 
it would be an invitation to 
loaf. 
2. California must compete 
In the Eastern market with 


products of southern states 
where average wages p a i d 
farm laborers run as low as 
40 cents an hour. 
Henning and Hawkins han­ 
dled the rebuttal which went 
like this: 
“We should never try to 
remake this state in the im­ 
age of Alabama, Arkansas or 
Mississippi,” 
said 
Henning. 
“The agricultural worker is 
most in need of help and as­ 
sistance.” 
“How can anyone survive 
in human decency on less 
than a dollar an hour,” asked 
Hawkins. “We’re t a l k i n g 
about a minimum wage less 
than what people are getting 
on straight relief.” 
The Democrats’ dilemma is 
that while they want to stand 
up and be c o u n t e d f o r 
Brown’s 
program 
for 
“re­ 
sponsible liberalism” t h e y 
still can’t overlook or ignore 
the pressures from the home 
folks. 
In the Senate, particularly, 
farm groups are going to pull 
out the stops to get the 27 
upper house Democrats to for­ 
get the party and the Gover­ 
nor and vote to “save the 
farmer.”

“and, there are no trees.” 
Sometimes trees may hide 
more beautiful ones or an in­ 
spiring skyline. The P.G.&E.

place. They will give you free, 
a beautiful pamphlet listing 
trees which fit into the right 
place. 
When Dr. Stanley traveled 
in tropical Africa, he spoke 
of the green hell. When the 
natives finally got out, they 
jumped and shouted for joy 
because there was a view. 
Starting to walk along the 
Miracle Mile from San Rafael 
we have mostly a beautiful 
view of tree-clad hills and the 
skyline. However, when we 
reach Sequoia Drive in San 
Anselmo the case is quite dif­ 
ferent. The trees are of such 
a nature, and are treated in 
such a way that they reveal 
the ugliness which is beneath, 
and they hide the beauty of 
the hills and the s k y l i n e 
above.

ARE MARIN COUNTY Su­ 
pervisors using steam-roller 
tactics as they go ahead with 
plans for a civic center at 
Santa Venetia or aren’t they? 
Oor to put the question in 
more abstuse terms, how fre­ 
quently may a voter legislate 
directly and still keep some 
sort of efficiency in self-gov­ 
ernment? 
This is the problem: The 
determined foes of a c i v i c 
center at Santa Venetia (join­ 
ed by critics of Architect 
Frank Lloyd Wright who de­ 
signed it) have advanced the 
suggestion that the project 
be placed on the ballot at a 
special election so that the 
Marin voter can say yes or 
no directly. 
Wright is now in the pro­ 
cess of drawing plans. The 
first two stages of the civic 
center, he estimates will cost 
$2,724,000 or $1,400,000. 
The Santa Venetia c i v i c 
center foes — which include 
members of the Marin County 
Taxpayers Assn. a n d inde­ 
pendent, unaffiliated foes — 
say: The Marin voter should 
be able to pass on such a large 
expenditure of money. 
(As of this moment, there 
actually is no way of gauging 
how many people are opposed 
to the Santa Venetia civic cen­ 
ter.) 


ONLY ONE MEMBER of the 
county board of supervisors 
has shown any interest in the 
ballot proposal. That one is 
Supervisor William D. Fussel- 
man. 
Mrs. Evelyn McDougall of 
Mill Valley, a spokesman for 
the anti-civic center people, 
took the supervisors to task 
this week for committing Ma­ 
rin taxpayers to 12 or 15 mil­ 
lion dollars for a civic center 
(these were her estimates). 
Supervisor Vera Schultz re­ 
plied to Mrs. McDougall. “You 
can’t have direct legislation 
on every policy decision be­ 


fore the county supervisors,1* 
said Mrs. Schultz. 
“If the voters do not agree 
with the board’s policy de­ 
cision, they may retire a mem­ 
ber of the board at the next 
election,” pointed out Mrs. 
Schultz. 
But Mrs. McDougall did not 
like this idea, even if a total­ 
ly new board of supervisors 
were elected who wanted to 
drop the Santa Venetia civic 
center project. “You’re still 
obligated,” she said. “It’s ex­ 
pensive to drop it and expen­ 
sive to carry it on.” 
“It’s been done before,” 
Mrs. Schultz reminded her, 
apropos of a turnabout on the 
part of the board of super­ 
visors when they already had 
plans in hand for a certain 
project. 


COUNTY CLERK George S. 
Jones agreed that over the 
years “there have been any 
number of plans for additions 
to the court house.” On one 
occasion prior to World War 
II, a contract had actually 
been let, but the war started 
and the project was dropped. 
The supervisors postponed 
a decision on a special civic 
center referendum by refer­ 
ring the proposal to County 
Counsel Leland H. Jordan for 
an opinion. 
And the question remains 
unsettled — should the super­ 
visors refer the proposal to 
the voters or shouldn’t they? 
Are Marin voters represented 
directly enough by electing 
a supervisor from their dis­ 
trict once every four years 
or not? 
A great source of annoy­ 
ance to the Santa V e n e t i a 
civic center foes is that the 
supervisors are not forced to 
go to the polls to get money 
to finance it. It is being paid 
for out of current c o u n t y 
money, a portion r e s e r v e d 
each year out of the county’s 
general fund.

WASHINGTON — Are the 
Democratic leaders going to 
be willing to face the Eisen­ 
hower balance-the-budget is­ 
sue head-on and soon in order 
that the voters may h a v e 
some say in the outcome? 
They are not doing it so 
far. 


THE E F F E C T of Demo­ 
cratic speeches a n d Demo­ 
cratic maneuver is to blur the 
issue that it will be difficult 
to determine who has unbal­ 
anced the budget, where, and 
for what reason. And it will 
come so late in the session* 
that public opinion will have 
little chance to make itself 
felt one way or the other. 
If the Democrats are going 
to meet the Eisenhower hold- 
the-line budget issue and give 
the voters a chance to sup­ 
port or reject an alternative 
policy, they must do tw o 
things: 
1 — They must quit jigger- 
ing the budget piece-meal, 
adding a hunk here, chipping 
off a corner there, and, in­ 
stead, offer Congress and the 
country a coherent, t o t a l 
spending program which they 
can look at whole and decide 
whether they want it. 
2 — Do it soon enough so 
that the consequences of the 
Democrats’ national budget— 
good or bad — can be seen 
and judged in comparison 
with the Eisenhower national 
budget. 


WHEN THE President sent 
his budget to Congress — pre­ 
cariously balanced, but still 
balanced, with an estimated 
$70,000,000 surplus — he was 
beginning to point up a real, 
fundamental and philosophic­ 
al difference between t h e 
Democratic and Republican 
parties. 
Mr. Eisenhower, e v e n in 
the face of a $40,000,000,000 
defense program, is proposing 
to hold-the-line on a great 
deal of Federal spending; he 
was freezing some programs, 
cutting others, and proposing 
little in the way of new or 
increased public services. He 
emphasized 
balancing 
t h e 
budget ai a vital end in itself 


and as a measure to hold in­ 
flation. 
Here, at last, there appear­ 
ed to be in the making a basic 
party 
divergence 
of 
both 
principle and practice. Most 
of the Democrats said they 
wanted to spend more for de­ 
fense, more for h o u s i n g , 
health, aid to education, air­ 
ports, roads, and aid to dis­ 
tressed areas where unem­ 
ployment is still high. At the 
same time many Democrats 
argued that more Federal 
spending would promote eco­ 
nomic growth and that an un­ 
balanced budget might even 
be beneficial. 


THERE IS NO doubt, I 
think, that a pretty sizable 
gulf spreads out between the 
two parties on this budget- 
spending issue. But so far it 
is being fogged by a piece­ 
meal approach and the pros­ 
pect is that it will be cleared 
so late in the session that 
neither Congress n o r t h e 
country will q u i t e k n o w 
what’s happening before it is 
too late. 
It seems to me that the 
Democratic majority — or the 
Democratic Advisory Council 
— owes it to the country to 
show openly what they want 
the public to approve rather 
than to remake the budget 
piece-meal behind the cur­ 
tains.

on the problems of highway 
driving, said Bayliss. Paul Zcn- 
sius, 
California Highway Pa­ 
trolman, was questioned by the 
two groups. 
The physical development of 
boys and girls and looking 
ahead to marriage was discus­ 
sed by Dr, Eugenia Hayes Wed­ 
nesday night before a meeting 
of the Doowder Seituaebs, se­ 
nior girls at Redwood High 
school.

if there is no opposition. 
PREPARED PAPER 
In a prepared paper that ac­ 
companied her presentation, 
Mrs. Schultz declared: 
“Marin’s auditor states there 
is no doubt that the adminis­ 
trative and operational costs of 
many small districts in our 
county are far greater than 
they need to be, due to the 
duplication of effort that takes 
place.” 
Each new addition of a spe­ 
cial district or similar device 
adds to the confusion, she de­ 
clared. 
“The future of Marin Coun­ 
ty as part of the San Francisco 
Bay metropolitan area is com­ 
pletely dependent upon how 
soon or whether the Legisla­ 
ture modernizes the methods 
by which general-law counties 
can come to grips with the 
metropolitan problem without 
catastrophic tax costs to our 
residents.” 
LOCAL LEADERSHIP 
She said local leadership is 
needed but it must be supple­ 
mented by “the driving desire 
of business and industry to 
achieve reasonable government 
operation at the local level.” 
The present system is a 
straitjacket, she contended. 
When Mrs. Schultz finished, 
the moderator — a county of­ 
ficial from New York State — 
said he was "damn glad” he 
didn’t have to put up with the 
special district situation. 
On a panel that preceded 
Mrs. Schultz’s was a planning 
expert with a Marin County 
background, Hugh Pomeroy. 
Pomeroy prepared the first 
master plan for Marin County 
in the 1930s, and later became 
planning director of another 
suburban 
area, 
Westchester 
County, N.Y.

Mill Valley's 
Classroom 
Needs Cited 


The report of a “fact-finding 
committee” headed by former 
Mill Valley Mayor William A. 
Hamilton on the need for a 
$600,000 Mill Valley School 
District bond issue was pre­ 
sented today to the committee 
urging passage of the issue. 
Declaring that “enrollment 
of pupils should determine the 
need of classrooms,’' the report 
notes that “average increase in 
enrollment in the past three 
years has been 133 new pupils 
per year,” and “over the past

FIVE PER YEAR 
It notes that “at an average 
of 39 pupils per room, this re­ 
quires the addition of approxi­ 
mately five 
classrooms per 
year.”

The report notes also “out 
of 93 classrooms in use, six are 
substandard,” and that “for 
further expansion, there re­ 
main only three available ad­ 
ditional rooms, with one of 
these substandard.” 
The report notes further 
that “it appears from the fig­ 
ures supplied this committee, 
the district is not eligible for 
a state loan in this expansion 
program because it is not bond­ 
ed to capacity.” 
NO TAX HIKE 
A report from the district’s 
accountants is quoted, which 
holds that bond redemption 
could be handled in such a way 
as to avoid a tax increase. -

Sacred Music

P a l m Sunday, Dominican 
College of San Rafael presented 
a concert of sacred music fea­ 
turing the student chorus of 
the college and the Dominican 
College Chamber Singers, both 
under direction of Winifred 
Baker, assistant professor of* 
music. 
The main work of the con­ 
cert was Guilio Silva’s “The 
Hound of Heaven,” a cantata 
for women's voices, 
soprano 
solo, baritone solo and cham­ 
ber orchestra. 
Silva, who was for about 10 
years director of music at Do­ 
minican College and now lives 
in Novato, was apparently in­ 
spired to this composition by 
his teaching at the college, and 
the delicate sound of the wom­ 
en's chorus and must have ap­ 
pealed to him to achieve a cer­ 
tain unearthly expression. The 
appealing and melodious com­ 
position, however, does not cen­ 
ter around the chorus but 
around the soprano solo, even 
more so in this particular per­ 
formance because of the ex­ 
quisite voice of Gwen Curatilo 
of San Rafael. Her soprano is 
warmer and mdlower than so­ 
pranos usually are. and at the 
same time very light and ex­ 
pressive. 
The baritone solo was well 
taken care of by William Bihn.

lusciousness. Silva knows how 
to write for instruments so 
they sound their best.

P., at the organ, Patricia Thaw- 
ley at the harp and James Jen­ 
kins as concert master. 
After the performance, the 
composer, a brisk octogenar­ 
ian, appeared in person on the 
stage to express thanks for the 
vivacious applause.

Be sure your 
girl is studied and treated by 
a psychiatrist. Meantime, don’t 
force her to go to school. Gen­ 
uine school phobia is rare. 
Maybe one child in 10,000 has 
it.

Reply. Explain the reasons 
for your punishment clearly.
